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1 . Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Applicants have failed to provide adequate support for the claimed features 
of the disperser. It is requested that applicants indicate where support exists for each feature of 
the claimed disperser. It is unclear where support exists for the last two lines of claims 6 and 8. 

2. Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear what is meant by the language, "said openings communicating with one end 
of a pipe". 

The exact meaning of the last two lines of claims 6 and 8 is unclear. It cannot be 
determined if the mixture is being pumped into the open end of the sleeve and the pipe at the 
same time or if the language is intended to mean that the mixture is pumped into either the open 
end of the sleeve or the pipe and then the mixture flows out of the pipe or sleeve, respectively. 

3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

It is not clear how openings differ from holes. It is questioned if applicants intended 
"holes" to be "slots". 
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4. Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Within a2i), it is unclear with respect to what required limitations are set forth by the "can 
be" language. It is unclear if the language provides for the openings being completely "open". 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The graph within 
Figure 5 appears to be incorrect and incomplete. Appropriate correction is required.
